With the announcement this 
week that Dr. Robert L. Stafford is 
moving his practice to Hamlin and 
the announcement last week that 
the Hospital District had sold its 
bonds, things are finally beginning 
to take an up-swing on the medical 
front for Hamlin. 


And it is about time. It has been a 
long hard struggle, that at times 
seemed to offer very little hope, 
since the doctors here first an­ 
nounced the threat of our hospital 
closing back in September of 1971. 
That was nearly six years ago 
and there have been just one major 
problem after another facing our 
doctors and our hospital, but finally 
a ray of sunshine has started to 
appear on the horizon 
It is hard to realize that the 
Hospital District was created by 
the voters in December of 1973 and 
the first bonds were voted at that 
time. Here it is nearly four years 
later that we are just now getting to 
sell these bonds. 
We have said this before but 
believe it is worth repeating again. 
The people of Hamlin owe a great 
debt of gratitude to the individuals 
who have given so freely of their 
time in seeing this battle through. 
This includes the board of directors 
of the present hospital district as 
well as those involved in keeping 
things together while the district 
was being formed and those who 
worked to create the district. 
Of course, both Doctor M. L. 
Smith and Doctor Joe Don Hymer 
must be included in any “thanks” 
for their service to the community, 
but even more important, their 
faith in it. 
Thanks are also due all of the 
employees of the hospital, both 
past and present, who have worked 
in less than ideal conditions while 
waiting for the work to start on 
remodeling the hospital. 
Now that the light at the end of 
the tunnel can be seen and the 
possible end to our hospital’s major 
problems are in sight, it is time for 
all of us to exercise patience. And if 
American’s have a major fault it is 
a lack of this thing called patience. 
We will do a good job of waiting 
until the end is in sight and thai we 
expect everything now. 
It is no secret that there has been 
grumbling among some about the 
hospital. Some of this is due to 
changes, not many of us like to 
adjust to changes. Some of it is due 
to higher costs, we are hit on every

front with higher Costa and don’t 
like any of them. Some of it ie due 
to the phygical condition of the 
hospital facilities, which have Just 
had to wait until now. 
But, we believe that most of the 
problem lies in our lack of 
patience. We’ve been fighting this 
battle for years now and now that 
we have it out of the courts all of 
our problems should just disap* 
pear. But they didn’t. 
It will still be some time before 
the physical problems of the 
hospital can be solved, but both the 
hospital board and administration 
are making every effort to offer the 
best patient care possible under the 
circumstances.

by the doctors, hospitals and all 
other facets of the business. 
But it is Burleson’s contention 
that the problem in our medical 
pricing system have been largely 
created by the government. The 
administration is seeking to put a 
freeze on hospital charges but 
nobody seems concerned about 
how you can do this when you don’t 
freeze the prices charged to the 
hospitals. 
Burleson singles out what is 
probably our major problem with 
health care when he says that 
“from the standpoint of the con­ 
sumer, hospital care (and other 
medical services) is perceived as 
‘free’ or virtually so.” Between 
hospital insurance and federal 
programs we all want a lifetime of 
health care, regardless of the 
extent of our illnesses, without ever 
putting a crimp in our budget. 
Hospital costs started rising the 
day the help came under the wage 
and hour law and have been in­ 
creasing ever since with each new 
government regulation. Needless 
to say, the hospital help is better off 
with their 40 hour weeks instead of 
the old 70 to 80 hour weeks and the 
patient care is probably better with 
more registered nurses on duty.

Within the next year Hamlin 
should have as good a hospital as 
there is in the area, with as good 
care as possible and at the lowest 
possible price. But between now 
and that time we need to all 
exercise a little more patience with 
one another, and Just be thankful 
that the end is near.

A bilene-W est 
Texas 
Utilities Go. customers are 
using record amounts of 
electricity this summer, but 
generation engineers say the 
system is capable of sup­ 
plying any demands. 
Three new record peaks 
have been set and daily con­ 
sumption is running above 
average. But in response to 
questions prompted by the 
recent New York blackout, 
WTU officials said that even 
though usage likely will 
continue increasing if the 
weather stays hot, 
the 
projected peak will be within 
the system’s generation and 
transmission capacity. 
Carl Yancy, WTU systems 
operation manager, said it is 
“highly unlikely" that a 
blackout similar to the one in 
New York could occur here. 
“Of course no one can be 
absolutely certain, but there 
is no doubt in my mind that 
our sytem is reliable," Yancy 
said. 
He explained that WTU’s 
eight major power stations 
are strategically located near 


the load centers and that the 
transmission network is 
designed to eliminate too 
much dependence on one 
plant. 
Total generating capacity 
is 1,065,500 kilowatts, Yancy 
said, and the all-time con­ 
sumption peak so far was 
747.000 kilowatts, which was 
recorded at 5 p.m. on Mon­ 
day, July ll. Last year’s 
record peak was 725,000 
kilowatts on Aug. ll. 
WTU 
officials 
have 
forecast a summer peak of 
785.000 kilowatts, which is 
270.000 kilowatts below the 
company’s 
generating 
capacity. This reserve of 
about 26 per cent is con­ 
sidered good by national 
standards. 
And the reserve would 
more than make up for the 
loss of the company’s largest 
generating facility, which is 
the new 200,000 kilowatt unit 
at the Fort Phantom Power 
Plant near Abilene. 
The system also could 
receive back-up power from 
neighboring 
companies, 


Yancy pointed out. 
Heavy consumption oc­ 
curring this summer in spite 
of customer efforts at con­ 
servation, company officials 
said. They attribute the in­ 
crease to the hot weather and 
to the fact that WTU is ser­ 
ving 
about 
3,000 
more 
residential customers now 
than at the same time last 
year. 
Though the system is 
geared up for any emer­ 
gency, company spokesmen 
acknowledge there is no sure 
guarantee against an elec­ 
trical outage, particularly 
those caused by acts of 
nature. 
Yancy said the last system- 
wide blackout occurred in 
April, 1961, when a phone 
wire broke and fell into the 
Paint Creek substation. The 
oldage spread throughout the 
system, although all service 
was restored completely 
within 40 minutes. 
Since then, automatic oil 
circuit breakers have been 
installed 
to 
prevent 
a 
recurrence.

Unless there is an increase 
In wheat prices over the next 
four months, area wheat 
fanners will receive federal 
payments this fall, according 
to Tony Jones, chairman of 
the Jones 
County 
ASC 
Committee. 
“Under the current wheat 
program , 
deficiency 
payments are to be made to 
producers if the national 
average market price for the 
first five months of the 
marketing year is less than 
the target price of $2.47 per 
bushel," Jones explained. 
"The preliminary national 
average wheat price for all 
fanners was $2.00 per bushel 
in June, compared with $2.19 
in May. June is the first 
month of the 5-month period 
used 
to 
determine 
if 
deficiency payments will be 
made to farmers this fall, 
Jones said. 
"Because many wheat 
farmers are faced with 
serious economic problems 
due to low market prices, it is 
important that the provisions 
for this additional income 
source be reviewed for area 
wheat farmers. Also, Jones 
said, "This is the first time 
such payments would be 
made to wheat farmers under 
the 1973 Farm Act." 
"The deficiency payment 
rate is determined by sub­ 
tracting from the $2.47 target 
price the higher of the June - 
October national average 
price or the national average 
loan rate. Using the national 
average whe~t loan rate of 
$2.25 per bushel as an 
example, the deficiency 
payment rate would be 22 
cents per bushel. 
"Deficiency payments to 
farmers are calculated by 
multiplying 
the 
farm’s 
established yield times the 
farm’s allotment acreage, 
and multiplying the result 
times the deficiency payment 
rate," Jones explained. 
"For example, if a farmer 
has an established yield of 25 
bushels per acre, a 200-acre 
allotment, and the deficiency 
payment rate is 22 colts per 
bushel, the farmer’s de­ 
ficiency payment would total 
$1,100 ( 25 x 200 x $0.22 equals 
$1,100)."

"All farmers having wheat 
allotments are automatically 
eligible 
for 
deficiency 
payments, regardless of the 
disposition (rf their wheat. 
Whether the wheat has been 
sold, placed under loan with 
the 
Commodity 
Credit 
Corporation, or is stored on or 
off the farm, does not have 
any bearing on a farmer’s 
eligibility for the payment," 
Jones said. 
Producers are reminded 
that both a deficiency and 
disaster payment may not be 
made on the same production 
unit. For example: If the 
above farm produced 2,000 
bushels on 200 acres of wheat 
and was eligible for and 
received a low yield disaster 
payment based on the 3,000 
bu. loss, the deficiency 
payment would be $440. (2,000 
bu. x .22 equal $440.) The low 
yield disaster payment would 
be $2,460. (3,000 x .82 equals 
$2,480.) 


Jones added that under 
farm program legislation 
currently being considered In 
both the Senate and the House 
of 
Representatives 
this 
deficiency payment provision 
is being continued.

approximately 161,700 ad­ 
ditional dollars for the 
district. Farabee said the 
new public school finance 
plan will benefit area school 
districts and taxpayers. 
Sen. Farabee said, “The 
new education law represents 
a balanced approach to 
school funding and is a great 
improvement over 
past 
plans. The new plan provides 
for local property tax relief, 
increased salary benefits and 
additional sums for equal­ 
ization aid.” 
Farabee voted to concur in 
House amendments to the 
original Senate Bill stating, 
“Under the new plan, rural 
areas will fare better. This 
legislation uses agricultural 
values based on productivity 
in its apportionment of state 
and local fund require­ 
ments.” 
The two most expensive 
features of the bill are $345.2 
million to raise teacher 
salaries and provide more 
teachers in kindergarten 
through third grade and $341 
million to reduce local fund 
assignments for the Foun­ 
dation School Program. 
Also in the bill is $142 
million more to help poor 
districts 
equalize 
their 
“enrichment” spending with 
rich districts. This part of the 
bill will not have an effect on 
the local district.Teachers 
received modest increases in 
salaries, except at the top end 
of the seniority scale, where 
sizeable raises were granted. 
State-supported minimum 


pay for beginners would jump 
from $8,000 to $8,460 this fall, 
while those with three years 
of experience would increase 
from $6,950 to $9,400. A 
teacher who has been at the 
top of the scale for two years 
would get a raise from $11,780 
to $13,254. 
A significant feature of the 
bill for school children and 
their families cuts the 
academic year from 180 days 
to 175 days.
